Leaving high school when only 
15 to become an apprentice tool and 
die maker in his home town of 
Wheeling, West Virginia, Reuther 
continued his high school education 
at night school, and went three 
years to Wayne university in De-| 
troit and rounded out his education 
with a world tour which took him 
and his brother, Victor, through 11 
countries in Europe and Asia, 

Reuther came to Detroit in 1926. 
He worked for Briggs, General 
Mators, Coleman Tool and Die 
and finelly Ford. 

In 1933, Reuther was discharged 
from Fords for labor union activity. 
He and his brother, Victor, then 
made a world tour, studying, oper- 
ations of auto plants and machine 
shops and working in factories as 
they went. 

Back in Detroit two years later, 
Reuther plunged into the work of 
organizing workers. Under his 
leadership, west side local 174 of 
the United Automobile Workers 
rose from a membership of 78 to 
30,000 within a year 
ACTIVE IN SITOOWNS 

In May of 1936, Reuther was first 
to the union executive 
board, He was re-elected every 
year unti] 1942 when he was named 
vice-president. 

Reuther was active in the De- 
troit and Flint sitdowns, and he 
was in the forefront of the Ford 
organizing drive in 1937. 

He was one of the unionists 
severely beaten by Ford police 
in what has come to be known as 
“the battle of the overpass.”

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High Level Bridge Plans 


City council should require a good 
deal more information than at present is 
available before going ahead with the 
High Level bridge as outlined on Monday 
by City Engineer A, W. Haddow. 

Mr. Haddow told the Kiwanis Club 
that the city is drawing plans for a four- 
lane upper deck on the structure which 
will carry vehicular traffic. The lower 
deck is to be lightened by removing the 
concrete paving and will be used to ac- 
commodate pedestrians and bicycle traffic 
and for running utility lines to the South 
Side. 

The reconstructed bridge, he said, 
would be strong enough to carry its own 
weight and all anticipated traffic. It 
would accommodate 7,500 vehicles per 
hour. It would cost from three-quarters 
to one million dollars—two million dollars 
less than the cost of any other method of 
providing adequate bridge facilities at this 
point. 

These facts are not disputed. There 
is no doubt that Mr. Haddow’s plan would 
provide a cheap and quick accommodation 
for present traffic requirements and for 
the double belt line bus service that is to 
be instituted over the High Level and Low 
Level bridges and along Jasper and Whyte 
avenues. 


Law and the Labor 


The fines which a Washington court 
has imposed upon John L. Lewis and his 
United Mine Workers Union for refusing 
to obey a judicial order should contribute 
to the wholesome development of the labor 
movement—paradoxical as that statement 
may sound, 

Mr. Lewis will pay $20,000 for con- 
tempt of court. The union he leads will 
pay $1,400,000 for the same offense. 

It is an expensive lesson, but a neces- 
sary one. For some labor leaders appear 
to forget that labor would not have 
achieved its present position without the 
protection of law. 


Honesty of Hockey 


It would have meant a lot of money 
for those who control hockey and the 
sports arenas in this part of the country 
had the contest between the Edmonton 
Flyers and the Winnipeg Reos for the 
western senior hockey championship gone 
into a sixth or seventh game. 

There were some few whisperers who 
Said this would happen, that the influence 
of those who stood to make money out 
of a prolonged play-off was sufficient to 
induce the teams to so manoeuver that the 
extra games would be necessary. 


The plan has merits. But is it the best 
plan? Citizens should recall that Mr. R. 
L. Pratley of Montreal, consultant on Ed- 
monton’s bridge problems, has not yet 
reported on this phase of cross river 
traffic. 

Does the city propose to await his 
advice or go ahead without it? 

Meanwhile, there are several pertin- 
ent questions that need to be answered. 
For instance: 

What would be the life of the present 
bridge as reconstructed? 

What will be the traffic requirements 
of the structure within that expectation of 
life? 

If the reconstructed bridge would 
only be good for fifteen or twenty years 
and if there is the remotest possibility 
that traffic requirements within that time 
would exceed the estimated capacity of 
7,500 vehicles per hour, this plan would 
be expensive at any price. 

There is always the danger of build- 
ing for the present without sufficient con- 
sideration of the future. 

Mr. Haddow has thrown out an in- 
teresting proposal. But city council 
should not adopt it without giving fullest 
thought to all the facts. 


Unions 


To bring the force of law into dis- 
respect ,as Mr. Lewis attempted to do, 
would deprive labor of its greatest 
strength. 

Every gain made by labor over the 
past century has been consolidated by 
legislation. The right to organize, the 
right to strike, the protection of the 
courts, are all these maintained in the laws 
of civilized countries. 

If Mr. Lewis and his union deny the 
courts the right to punish, they will deny 
the courts also the ability to protect. 

It is both illogical and dangerous to 
lean on law one moment and refuse to 
obey it the next. 


Beyond Question 


It is pleasant to realize that this ex- 
pectation was a sour slander. It is all the 
more pleasant, in view of the remote ap- 
proach to scandal in the NHL earlier in 
the season, that no doubt exists about the 
players giving each game their very ex- 
cellent best. 

There is a type of mind, of course, that 
looks for dishonesty in everything and 
particularly in organized sport. The plain 
truth is that most organized sport is com- 
pletely honest and that, if anything, or- 
ganized sport is perhaps slightly less 
crooked than life itself. 


We Rather Wish He Wouldn’t 


The Duke of Windsor, former King 
of England and Canada, sat in with the 
orchestra at a ball in West Virginia and 
took the place of the professional drum- 
mer. 

Now there is nothing disgraceful about 


playing the drums in an orchestra. Indeed, 
a man who manipulates these instruments 
with dignity and restraint is an admirable 
character, 

But an amateur who is a guest at a 
party and who, inebriated or otherwise, 
climbs in among the musicians is usually 


regarded as something of a show-off and 
even as a bit of a clown. 

Such a performance, innocent and 
jovial as it may have been, is hardly what 
is expected of a royal prince—even of a 
prince who turned his back on the crown. 

No one has any desire to judge the 
Duke of Windsor harshly nor to rehash the 
unhappy circumstances that led to his ab- 
dication. 

But he still has a position to maintain 
and a responsibility to uphold. 

And Canadians, at least, rather wish 
he wouldn't do these things.

In 
fact, how the Russians and their 
Italian agents accept these elec 
tions will indicate whether they 
accept limits to their expansion 
in Europe, or whether they are 
prepared to breach them by force 


Ominous Moves 
Have Been Made 


Very ominous moves have been 
made this spring—moves which

are only rational on the assump- 
tion that Russia means war. 

The Czechoslovak coup was en- 
tirely irrational if Russia meant 
peace. The Benes-Masaryk state 
was Russia's best show window to 
the West. 

But if Russia means war the 
coup was not irrativnal but stra- 
tegically essential, It means hold- 
ing the key point in the Danubian 
basin, and strengthening the Red 
army's pincers around Austria 
and the Russian zone of Germany. 

At the time of Jan Masaryk’'s 
death, Guenther Reinhardt quot-

And was the Moscow word to 
American Communists to form a 
third party in the United States 
this year—when Mr, Wallace was 
himself wavering—unrelated to 
war? 


Can Russia 
Afford War? 


The has been that Rus- 
sia can't afforé a war now.” 

But I ask myself: when could 
she better afford jt? A presiden- 
tial campaign always divides our 
country. The Wallace candidacy

has given American Communists 
a platform from which to har- 
angue the people. The Marshall 
Plan has not yet consolidated 
Europe, American military pre-

And when have Russians con- 
sidered what they could “af- 
ford?” 

Apart from Lenin, not one of 
the leading members of the 
original Russian revolutionary 
government believed they could 
“afford” the Bolshevist revolu- 
tion, When, returning from 
abroad, Lenin made his first 
speech to the revolutionaries in 
the Finland station, demanding 
a complete break with the pro- 
visional government and with all 
“opportunists” and a strike for 
total power, he left his comrades 
gasping, But the Leninist pro- 
gram prevailed—at the cost of 
four years of the bloodiest, most 
brutal civil war in history, com- 
ing atop the war weariness of 
three years of world war 

If the Russians strike, they are 
not likely to strike in one place 
(Pear! Harbor pattern) but in 
several, and by various means 
and actions, Their object will be 
to keep us whirling on our heels 
wondering where and what to 
defend 

Then will come the test of the 
coolness, courage and faith of 
our people 

Perhaps it will not happeh. But 
this spring I have begun serious- 
ly to doubt the thesis that Rus- 
Sia does not want war

Anti-Communist forces appear 
to have won a smashing victory 
for freedom in the Italian na- 
tional elections—a victory likely 
to have a far-reaching influence 
on the cold war between Russia 
and the Democracies. 

The returns aren't complete at 
this writing, but Premier Alcide 
de Gasperi's Christian Democrats 
and other right-wing parties have 
sufficient lead so that Vice-Pre- 
mier Saragat has announced 
“the Communisis will not be ad- 
mitted into Italy's new govern- 
ment.” If that proves to be true 
it will represent a sensational 
defeat for the numerically great- 
est Communist party outside 
Russia. Saragat, head of the anti- 
red Socialists, interpreted the up- 
set thus: 

“The Italian election means a 
rebirth of democracy in Europe, 
The victory of democratic forces 
is a great setback to Russia and 
Communist plans for expansion. 
Italy now is a part of Western 
Europe and not of the Balkans.” 

Even if final returns bear out 
the present estimate, we mustn't 
overlook this 

Until Italy's first full-fledged 
post-war parliament meets next 
month and elects a new president 
there will be danger of a Bol- 
shevist revolt. Communist leader 
Togiiatti has promised that the 
Reds won't use force—but observ- 


ers aren't making any bets on 
such assurance, Saragat himself 
warns that “the election doesn't 
mean the final defeat of Commun- 
ism in Italy,” adding: 

“This is more difficult because 
the Communists cannot be tought 


by police measures, but only 
through social measures. The 
Communist party will remain 


strong here as it is today in 
France.” 

However, if present returns 
bear out their promise, Bolshey 
ism-has been soundly thrashed in 
the first big showdown outside 
Russia's eastern European zone 
where the Reds have imposed 
their will by force. Communism 
has been thrust down unwilling 
throats in the Soviet domain, but 
Italy has had the strength to re- 
sist it despite the chaotic condi- 
tion in which the war left her. As 


Premier de Gasperi said, the 
country just wouldn't “be Bol- 
shevized.” 


That's encouraging for the rest 
of Western Europe—and for the 
countries of the western hemis- 
phere where the Reds are boring 
in through their fifth columnists. 
Italy has given a fine exhibition 
of courage. 

This encourages the belief that 
Communism may be held along 
its present line through Central 
Europe. If the Reds can be stop- 
ped there, it will be a powerful 
deterrent to another world war, 


and the retailers’ lament—"Yes, 
we have no butter.” 

With sport writers actively en- 
gaging in the high-pressure cam- 
paign favoring an ersatz butter 
spread, and insurance salesmen 
taking time out to “specialize” on 
the butter market in 12-ton lots 
—and, according to the testimony, 
clipping off $800 profit within 17 
days, it behooves the organized 
dairy farmers to delve into this 
whole problem, and insist on less 
gambling (and more order) in 
this basic industry? 

According to my tarm paper, 
there is a natural off-season of 
from 10 to 12 weeks in the Can- 
adian “butter” year; but it is 
also indicated that a healthy 
surplus is made across the pro- 
ductive season. It should mot be 
beyond our marketing wit to 
stagger the total supplies evenly 
across the year? 

Such a technique might prove 
a death-sentence to the butter 
speculator; but I am not much 
concerned about him.

Radio Shows In 
Public Interest 


Bob Bowman, the manager of a 
Vancouver radio station and one 
of the nicest guys you could hope 
to meet, has invited me to be- 
come the manager of his station 
for a day or a week “within the 
limits of present commitments.” 

This is Bob's generous answer 
to my fairly substantiated opinion 
that commercial radio has _be- 
come about as palatable as last 
Tuesday's left-overs, a subject 
which, I’m sure, you must now be 
finding tedious, but is, neverthe- 
less, important enough for me to 
risk your yawns. 

I suspect Bob is a little wound- 
ed by my temerity in writing out 
loud what every young listener 
knows. His offer is more of a 
challenge than an invitation, and 
my first impulse, after flinching 
from the glove across the cheek, 
was to summons my seconds. 

Fact is, I'm not accepting the 
duel, Putting out a day's sched- 
ule of programs on a radio sta- 
tion is no passing fancy, as Uncle 
Bob well knows, It calls for 
long-range plans, for exhausting 
experiment and trial and error 
and the gifts of professionals in 
production and technique. 

You don’t simply walk into a 
station and say, “Here's what I 
think we should have on the 
air’ and rub Aladdin's lamp. And 
you certainly don’t do it with 
“present commitments” hanging 
like a guillotine over your lily 
white neck. 

I know that Bob won't take 
this as any unwillingness to sup- 
port my opinion. He is too much 
of a radio man to know that radio 
doesn't come a ‘runnin’ simply 
by crooking an eager finger He 
knows that no one man can pre- 
sent a balanced and _ satisfying 
schedule by being bright-eyed. 
It takes ability and hard work 
and a sincerity which I regretably 
find short-weighted in our cur- 
rent rations. 


Many Radio 


Men Agree 
The curious thing about the 
commercial radio station situa- 


tion in Canada is that the man- 
agers of these outlets are experi- 
enced men who should know the 
situation far more clearly than 
any such critical listener as this 
writer or the massed ranks of 
correspondents who have second- 
ed my motion. 

In these last few days there 
have been a dozen or more furtive 
phone calls from “independent” 
radio men to whisper their don't- 
quote-me agreement, 

But these managers have been 
misguided by their meaningless 
polls or their fallible intuition. 
They have wishfully taken the 
lack of compliment as a sign of 
approval or submission to the 
present policy of being commerc- 
ial at the expense of being intel- 
ligent. 

My own opinion is that that is 
suicidal. You keep faith or you 
take your chances when the chips 
are down. I think that has 
already been shown in the fact 


that commercial radio in this 
country was soundly defeated in 
its attempts to get an “independ. 
ent” governing body. The record 
just didn’t support them, It never 
will until these managers project 
themselves out of their offices 
and into the homes like yours 
and mine where the punishment 
fits the crime 

The whole commercial radio 
picture always reminds me of that 
fable of the goose that laid the 
golden egg. These station man- 
agers are grouped about the poor 
goose, forcing it into production 
of those eggs. The goose will lay 
no edible fruit and might even 
conceivably pass quietly away 
from exhaustion, Radio must lay 
more than golden eggs when it 
comes into your parlor. 

But that is for the future ta 
tell and in the meantime the re- 
action of these managers is one 
of aggrieved injury that a cus- 
tomer should complain. They 
just can’t understand it. For, after 
all, what commercial station man- 
ager ever listens all day to his 
own cacophony of sound? 


Urges “Czar” 
Of Broadcasting 


I will arise to Uncle Bob's 
challenge, however, with a plan 
that will scare the daylights out 
of every short-sighted indepen. 
dent station owner, 

That plan is for all the com- 
mercial stations in Canada to 
appoint a “czar” to control their 
output. I am thinking now of a 
contro] similar to that which Hol- 
lywood voluntarily sets up, once 
known as the Hays Office, now 
known as the Johnston Office or 
the Motion Picture Association of 
America, Ine 

In a town like this with three 
commercial stations, for example, 
this “czar” would see to it that 
the stations would get together 
earnestly to answer the demanus 
of all listeners at any given hour 
of the day, 

It is noon, say. Two stations 
would go their merry way, the 
third would have a show in the 
public interest or in the interest 


of that minority group which 
wants something “better.” 
This regulated public service 


would be spread oul through the 
day to mean a minimum sacri- 
fice of income, yet a constant 
source of “good” shows for the 
more demanding listeners, the 
kind who now look on these inde- 
pendent stations with frank loath- 
ing 

I am not suggesting that this 
public service program would be 
a talk on stamp collecting. There 
is a limit to the service such mine 
ority groups deserve or pay for. 

But the “ezar” would see to it 
that at least one station, at all 
times, was putting the listener's 
demands and needs ahead of the 
station's eagerness to make a 
buck, would at least recognize 
that some of us out here on this 
end of the air waves are not con- 
genial idiots. 

That is my own glove across the 
cheek, lightly swung, but with a 
fairly emphatic sting.

LUMBER BOOM 

First and foremost, perhaps, is 
the industry for which the ties are 
a symbol—lumber. 

Edson is the heart of the largest 
lumbering area in Alberta I 
talked to lumber men. They told 
me something of the scope of their 
industry. I was amazed. 

Ten major lumber companies and 
innumerable smaller ones, operate 
within a few miles of Edson. 

Some haul logs in from as far 
as 40 miles from the town. 

Veritable fleets of bulldozers 
work throughout the winter, keep- 
ing the roads clear for the trucks 
which haul the logs to the mills. 
And in that time, besides keeping 
the mills going all winter, they 
haul enough lumber to keep them 
going all summer when there are 
no actual lumbering operations 
going on in the bush. 

Those rows of sweet smelling 
ties along the main line of the CNIK 
are more than a symbol, they are 
the fractional picture of what the 
lumbering industry does here every 
year, Perhaps, in those piles, there 
were a few thousand ties, but 
throughout the year the centre sees 
something like one and one-half 
millions of ties pass through its 
yards. And that doesn't count an- 
other 50,000,000 feet of lumber, 
products of its mills.

By this time the three-year-pid test held down there 
in the Blue Grass country all but drips with tradition. 
It’s 73 years since Aristides beat all the others to the 
wire in the first running of the classic. 

Last year it was the turn of Jet Pilot, something 
of a surprise package under the circumstances. Be- 
tween times, in unbroken succession, each year has 
known its Kentucky Derby victor. 

The horses have come and gone with the years and 
Louisville’s Churchill Downs, scene of the race, has 
undergone many changes since 1875.

The story goes that as a 13-year-old Matt Winn 
watched the running of the first Kentucky Derby.

Over the years Louisville, like so many other places, 
has left well Yehind such pioneer practices as illumina- 
tion by tallow candle, street corner water-wells, mule- 
drawn street cars, etc.

Whatever comes after you can’t take it away from 
a thoroughbred that has a Kentucky Derby triumph to 
his credit. He promptly rates a slot in the equine Hall 
of Fame.

New Plan For 
Vets’ Wheat 


Crop share payment plan for vet- 
erans in spring wheat areas of Al- 
berta was explained by DVA offi- 
cials today.

\Modern Nurses Hove 
Changed Attitudes 


VICTORIA, April 19.—(CP)— 
Nurses, says Dr. J. J. Gillis, coali- 
tion member of the British Colum- 
bia legislature for Yale, aren't what 
they used to be, 

He said in the legislature today 
they do not show the “same spirit 
of devotion” which characterized 
their sisters of a few years ago. 
| “They think more of money, holi- 
days and easy times,” he said. 
“They are all drifting to the big 
cities and it is almost impossible 
to get nurses for smaller communi- 
ties.” 

“I object to the dictatorial way 
in which the Nurses’ Association 
has been acting,” Dr. Gillis said 
during second reading of amend- 
ments to the Registered Nurses 
Act. 

“They don't ask for things any 
more—they demanad them. It is not 
| becoming to the nursing profes- 
| sion.” 

When smaller hospitals did more 
of the training, there were beiier 
nurses, It might be better if more 
were trained in smaller centers 
now.

criminal courts,” 

Under present provisions the 
commissioners said they could not
